Russia on the Pacific. 

The Goloss of St. Petersburg urges the 
Russian Government to take the opportunity 
of the presence of the Jupanese missivo 10 
that town to reopen negotiation as to the 
island of Saghbalien. This Isl.od though 
forms prt of the Japanese group, was ap tothe 
year 1865 without a possessor. The first sei- 
tlers in Saghalieo appear to bave been Japan- 
ese, for although Laperouse did not find any 
oo the istand in 1787, the Russias traveller 
Krasenstern reports the presence of Japanese 
fishermen there eighteen years later, They 
were fullowed by Russian colunists, and since 
the beginning of the present ceutury Sagha- 
lien bas been inhabited by a mixed populna- 
tion of Japanese and Russians. The presence 
of a Russian squadron ander Admiral Putia- 
tin in the Japauese seas in 1853 ledlo the 
conclusion of a treaty in which the frontiers 
of the Russian nud Japanese Empires were 
laid down, and it was stipulated tha: the 
Russian and Japanese seitiers should remain 
‘tia peace and amity with each other.’’ Any 
differences wereto be settled by the local 
authorities, and if this should prove imprac- 
ticable, by the neighboring Russian of Japan- 
ese goveroor, the eubdjects of both tates 
were further to be granted full liberty of 
commercial transit and colonization in the 
island, The treaty concluded by stipulating 
that ifthe Japanese Government sbould at 
gome future time declare itself disposed to 
accept the proposal of.the Rassian Govero- 
ment for the cession of the whole of Saghalien 
to Russia, inreturn for the abandonment of 
some of the Kurile islands,’ negotiations 
should at once be entered intu by the two 
Goveroments, and the Goloss thinka tbat 
the time bas now arrived for again sounding 
the Japanese Ministers on the subject.

There was no doubt 
that the opinion of an inspector was worth 
ten times that of a schoolmaster, ag he came 
as 4 gtranger, and armed with ao authority 
that no doubt impressed the scholars as well 
as their teachers, 


At tile annual presentation day of the Uni- 
versity/of London, Earl Granville, ae Chancel- 
lor presided. The Coan @ | rof the Exchequer, 
a3 the representative of the University in 
Parliament, in the course of his address, in- 
sisted apon the right of women to be per- 
mitted to distinguish themselves in the high- 
est branches of education. He regretted toat 
they vould a present measure their inte}lec- 
tual capacities io the full curriculum of that 
University ; nor could he understead why 
they should be prevented doing so.

The London Telegraph's Vieana correspoo- 
dent telegraphs a pleasing account of a ban- 
quet given in the English restaurant of the 
Extiibition to two buodred and forty British 
workmen. Mr. Cunliffe Owen presided, bav- 
ing on his right band the Prince of Wales, 
who came io company with l’rince Arthur 
aod the Crowa Prince ot Denmark. The pro- 
ceedings were marked by the utmost cordiali- 
ty and good feeling; nor was the general en- 
thusiasm in any way leesened by a curious 
incident, illutrative of Austrian police watch- 
fulness. Ao Eoglisa inspector, employed in 
attendance on the suite of the Prince of Wales, 
was arrested for following His Royal High- 
ness too closely; aud Mr. Cunliffe Owen's son 
narrowly escaped the same fate, 

M. Michel Chevalier has written an article 
in the Paris paper, the J’resse, on the late 
Mr. Jobo Stuart Mill, in which he compared 
the posjtion of the deceased tn Raglaod with 
that of Plato in Athena, M. Chevalier predict- 
ed that the memory of Mr. Mill would be per- 
petuated as that of a man of exalted intelli- 
gence, who was one of the greatest lovers of 
hs fellow-creatures th»t ever existed, besides 
being a devoted reformer aud a model of t.ir 
ness and tuleration towards his adversaries. 
Thatsuchaman, some of whose opinions 
he enid, were ‘tequally shocking to the estab- 
lished Church aud tbe Dissenters’ sbould 
have beea beld in undiminished respect and 
consideration io England, was a proof, M. 
Chevalier thought uf the tolerance of Eng- 
lish society, which should afford a lesson to 
France, where M. Littre’s election to the 
Academy created a tumult. 


A correspondent at Vienna wrote that 
prices there were already being reduced. 
Thirty-fonr hotel-keepers were sumaioned 
before the magistrates for extortionate 
charges. They promised that henceforth 
their terms should be moderate, and a list of 
prices be placed in every room of their ho- 
tels. It seems that there were fewer visitors 
now in Vienna than usual, and that many 
exbibitors and their assistants were already 
leaving the city. : 

The practice of street preaching had become 
80 snnvying to some of the iohbabitants of 
Mildmay-place, Xingland, thet the autborities 
were compelled to interfere, and a warehouse- 
man, named Cooper, said to belong tu the 
sect knowo as Primitive Methodists, was 
charged ‘with creating an obstruction, The 
Glerkenwell Magistrate dismissed the case, 
but exprsesed bis opinion that the mischief 
consequent upon such assemblies more than 
counterbalanced any good which might be 
effected.

A Convention of Political Societies favor- 
able to Republicanism was held in Birming- 
ham oo Sunday the llth.

Bright was read as follows:—‘‘Ballater, N. 
B., May 8, 1872. Dear Sir,—I thaok you 
for the invitation to your proposed conference 
although I cannot be present at it. You ask 
fo- a word of encouragement, which I can 
hardly give. To possess ‘the best system of 
civil government’ isa thing worth striving 
for—(Ob!) but it may be a wise policy toea- 
deavour to perfect the civil government we 
bave rather than to look for great change 
which necessarily involve common risks. 
(Ub.) It is easier to uproot a Monarchy than 
to give a bealthy growth to that which is put 
in its place; and I suspect the price we should 
have t» pay for the change would be greater 
than the change would be worth, Our fore- 
fathers suffered from nearly acegtury of ua- 
setled governme:'t in consequetice of the over 
throw of the Monarchy, brought on by the 
folly aod crimes of the Monarchy.

There are no more Sir Jobo Franklins to res- 
cue; let us bope, no more naburied bones to 
gather and jioter. When this expedition sball 
have returned let it be the end of subsidized 
exploration, of the Arctic Seas. Interesting as 
the problem of Arctic geography may be, 1t 
is such merely as curiosity. Goveroment is 
not instituted or taxes levied for tbe solativn 
otmerely curious questions. Besides, there 
is always the danger in tLis particular case 
of losiog the explorers ian the wart) of ice, 
and of being obliged from bumanitarian mo- 
tives (to which Govirament caanot be deaf) 
to send out two of three more expeditioas to 
recover the one that is lost.

Tn the British House of Commons on May

£92,327 133. 83d.; why cast-iron guns of ae 
obsolete character were charged for at their 
contract price when manufactured tweaty- 
seven aud twenty-oine years before ; whether 
it was nota fact that for a majority of the 
articles sold, including many of a perishable 
character, the rates charged exceeded cost 
price (as laid down in No. 1 Balance Sheet, 
War Office Price List), and in many cuses 
even the Contract or No. 2. Balance Sheet 
prices ; aud whether any enquiry had been 
or would be set on foot into these matters, 
Sir H. Storks—The hon. and gallaat gen- 
tleman’s question consists’ of four parts, 
which I will deal with seriatim. 1. The re- 
turn of 1871 presented to the Dominion Par- 
liament ig not in our possession, but [ can 
explain the facts of the alleged discrepancy.

The aes 
as regards the valuation of the stores and the 
prices charged were as follows: New stores, 
aod stores which areas good as new, cost 
price per balance sheet No. 2, Woolwich vo- 
cabulary ; used stores,—reduction varying 
from one-third to two-thirds from cost price 
on balance sheet No. 2. The General Officer
